A WONDERFUL CRICKETER 


Ullley, Recently Retired, “Most Pro- 
minent Wicket-Keeper England 
: Has Ever Produced. 


AW A. Lilley the famous. English 
cricketer who has just retired” from 
the game commenced his wonderful 
career appropriately, enough against 
the Australians at Edgbaston in May, 
1888. He had gained recognition by 
the skill and ability displayed for the 


ournville Cricket Club, and Mr._ 


Blackham, the famous Australian 
wicket-keeper, prophesied’ a great 
carecr for the Warwickshire lad, and 
was so impressed with ‘his work that 
he made him # present of a. pair of 
wicket-keeping gloves. The accuracy 
of Mr. Blackham’s judgment has been 
abundantly justified, for-no English 
wicket-keeper has ever figured so 
prominently in English cricket as 
Lilley has done. At the outset of his 
career he was but an Indifferent bats- 
man, but thanks to the advice of the 
late “Arthur Shrewsbury, he applicd 


Bimsclf to acquiring the art of run. 


getting, and his performances, both In 
international matches and county 
matches, show how well he has suc- 
ceeded. For a number of years he 
tanked as one of the most: reliable 
batsmen In the Warwickshire eleven, 
and “his batting feats for England 
ugainst Australia constitute cricket 
history. No batsman in the English 
team showed greater nerve and re- 
source when the game was going 
against his side. His capital efforts 
at Manchester°and Kennington Oval 
in 1802 will not readily be forgotten. 
Lilley, who was born in Birmingham 
on November 18th, 1867, was un- 
doubtedly one of the finest wicket- 
Xeepera of the*day, and his ‘magnifi- 
cent batting in combination first 
brought him-under the notice of the 
authorities. responsible for the se- 
ection of the international teams. He 
irst went to Australia with A. C. 
facLuren’s team in -1901-, and with 
he M.C.C. team in 1903-4. He ire- 
resented England against Australia 
n England on 22 occasions — three 
mes in 1896, four In 1899, five in 
902, five In 1905, and five in 1909, 
nd on ten occasions in Australia.

GRAFTON, Oct. 9.—The opening of 
the new Canadian Northern line from 
Toronto to Trenton to-day was mar- 
red by an accident near here, in 
which, however, no person was hurt. 
Owing to a “split switch,” which pos- 
sibly through carelessness was left half 
open, trainsNo. 9, which lefy Trenton 
at 6 o'clock this evening, left the 
rails, The engine turned over’on its 
side on, the south side of the track. 
The tender was left standing on the 
track, and the baggage car went oret 
on the north side of the track. 

About seventy passengers in al] wer, 
on the train, including 2 party of 
Canadian. Northern officials and a 
number of* pressmen. The escape of 
OG, W. Wilson, the fireman, was pos 
sibly thé most marvellous of any, He 
was thrown right out of his seat in 
the cab against the fence, and escaped 
with hardly a bruise. « Engineer Mcore 
managed to hold his seat throughout. 
The first intimation the passengers 
had of snything’ untoward was a se 
vere jolt. Many of them were thrown 
from their seats, including Mr. D, R. 
Hanna, third vice-president of the 
C. N. R., but none of them were hurt. 

Tho train was made up of three 
parlor cara, a diner, and, two’ first- 
class coaches, Jt was travelling at 
about twenty miles an hour when the 
accident happened at a point about 
half a milo east of. Grafton station 
Conductor Fred Russell said the’ 9e- 
currence was due to the switch having 
sprung, which condition might have 
resulted from someone having tampes 
ed with it.

STORY OF A. SHIPWREGK 
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Thrilling Narrative of the Survivors 
of the Fifeshire. 


A romantic story came to light at 
Ilfracombe following the tragic death, 
while bathing there, of Misa Anna 
Catherine Parnell, a sister of tho 
famous Srish Natlonalist Leader, Miss 
Parnell went to batbe in a rough 3en 
and was drowned. At tho inquest 
next day the story of her solitary 
life under the'assumed name of “Miss 
Palmer” was related. 

Misa Parnell had lived at 6 Avenue 
road, Ilfracombe, In the house of Mra, 
T. Rowe. She had been there since 
June, 1910, and on arriving there sho 
gaye the name of Palmer, and at onco 
sald that she was “getting on for 
sixty.” While sho was with Mrz, 
Rowe she had three letters in the 
name of Parnell, on which curfous 
fact Mrs. Rowe sald she passed a re- 
mark. After that all letters came in 
a sealed envelope, and addressed in 
they name of ‘Palmer. Misa Parnell 
ws a regular bather In tho sea. Wher: 
Mra. Rowe remarked that it was not 
much of a day to go bathing, Miss 
Parnell merely said, “Rubbish.” 

The story of her death was told at 
the tnquest by Mr. T. Austin, tho 
bathing attendant. A heavy sea was 
runiXng, and Miss Parnell began to 
drift out, Mr. Austin went for-help, 
and Mr, Parkin and his son, with 
Police-Constable Bedford, launched 
the boat which was kept at the Tun- 
nels, and secured the body, which was 
floating on its back. 

“Accidental death” was the verdict. 
Miss Parnell was one of four sls 
ters, and at one time took an active 
part in the work of the Ladies’ Land 
League. She was an eloquent plat- 
form speaker, and the author of num: 
erous articles In Mr. William O'Brien's 
psper, the “Irish People.”

When the location of the lot will

Cut Flower Hints 


It is a mistake to mix flowers when 
arranging them. Generally speaking, 
they are infinitely lovelier If. each 
kind fs kept by Itself. There.are, 
however, some which are more effect- 
ive in combination, as, for exampte, 
mignonnette. The latter {s nice with 
any flowers not having foliage, as it 
supplies the required green. 

When flowers have short stema and 
one wishes to arrange them in.a ahal- 
low, wide bowl, the matter is simple 
If a glass be placed in the middle. “In 
this, filled with water, the first 
flowers are placed. The others, put 
fu.the bowl, will entirely conceal the

In the Jast twenty years all 
this has been changed. The admonition 
to pass exam{na{léns- has partially 
superseded the adffonition to be good 
cbildren; and! the’:woman school 
teacher must-have passed every 
possible examination herself before 
she can begin teaching. One would 
Ike to write.a few worda In praise 
of the school mistress of long. ago 
before she ia forgotten. She was a 
lady. of dignity and consequence. She 
could be severe, and she was majestic 
when she was offended. She valued 
manners highly and goodness above 
all, We-have undovbtedly advanced 
in many? ways in Canada. But we 
lost a great deal when we lessened 
the consequence of the school. mis- 
tress. Children should have a. good 
measure of. admiration and respect

“On the other hand, 
the public schools, high schools and 
collegiate. institutes are more or less 
dealgued;to train girls who will be- 
come teachers or who will fill busi- 
ness positions, The training of the 
public secondary schools is for use 
in the business world. It Ja impossible 
naturally to draw a hard and fast 
line. The graduate of a girls’ college 
may become a teacher, and the girl 
who is trained in a collegiate Institute 
In a few years may be one of the 
Jeaders among the women of a new 
prairie town. But generally speaking, 
the public schoo! training Is more 
rigorous agd the private school traln- 
ing more decorative. It would be 
impossible to name one out of every 
ten private.schools and colleges for 
girls in»Canada and it would be more 
Imposeible to call the roll of women 
teachers who are engaged as teachers 
In the primary and secondary public 
schools of Canada. 
The average woman teacher in 
Canada Is consclentidus, devoted, able, 
helpful. and optimistic. She could 
hardly be a Canadian if she were not 
optimlatic. But It Is of the nature of 
the teaching profession to make {ts 
followers a trifle over-anxious, per- 
haps, than the woman teacher in some 
other countries. She {s, possibly, less 
precise than she used to be. It is no 
longer so necessary for a teacher to 
impress her class with the Idea that 
she keeps all the knowledge of the | 
world in her mind. A teacher In the | 
twentieth century is allowed to forget 
a few facts occasionally without 
losing her authority as a teacher. 
Canada owes a great deul to her 
women teachers. Sarah Maxwell, the 
-/herojne of the teaching profession In 
nada, said that she could not leave 
er little children and so she died 
them. Many of the women 
teachers of Canada would be able to 
do this willingly §f the necessity arose 
for the sacrifice. The great majority 
of these women teachers do spend 
thelr lives for the children who attend 
thelr daily classes.
